History of Medicine. 


New York, April 27.— For the first 
time in eighty years and the second 
time in the history of the science of 
medicine, an operation for the extrac­ 
tion of venom front the deadly lance 
head viper, «aid to be the most poi- 
fonous of all known reptiles, was per­ 
formed at the Bronx Zoological park. 
The operation, which was directed by 
E. W. Runyon of this city, through 
whose efforts the snake was captured 
and brought to New York, was a com 
plete success and as a result science 
once more has a plentiful supply of 
the serum, which has been found al­ 
most invaluable In the treatment of 
extreme cases of insanity and also of 
many 
malignant 
diseases. 
The 
ex­ 
tremely powerful nature of the lance 
head’s venom can be no better de 
Scribed, probably, than by the declara­ 
tion of one 
of 
scientists 
who 
wit­ 
nessed the operation. 
When the peril­ 
ous task had been completed and the 
precious fluid obtained had been care 
fully weighed and found to be les* 
than a third of an ordinary teaspoon­ 
ful in quantity, he announced that the 
supply 
was ample to meet 
the de­ 
mands of the world for at least half 
a century. 
He explained at the same 
time that this would provide for the 
most widespread use of the serum in 
all 
the malignant 
diseases, such as 
typhoid aini scarlet fever and diph­ 
theria. 
So powerful is the action that 
it is prescribed only In tho most m i­ 
nute 
quantities, 
the 
largest 
potion 
commonly used containing only one 
ten trillionth of a grain 
From that 
point the trituration continues down 
to a point where figures would be use 
less In attempting to describe it.

Sheds made from the wreckage have 
become the homes of hundreds. Small 
parties of men on horseback have 
gone through country districts taking 
inventories of the assistance needed 
and rendering aid where It was most 
necessary.

in History of Medicine. 
New York, April 27.—For the first 
j time in eighty years and the second 
time in the history of the science of 
medicine, an operation for the extrac- j 
tion of venom from the deadly lance 
j 
head viper, said to be the most poi- 
gonous of all known reptiles, was per­ 
formed at the Bronx Zoological park. 
The operation, which was directed by 
E. W. Runyon of this city, through 
whose efforts the snake was captured 
and brought to New York, was a com 
plete success and as a result science 
once more has a plentiful supply of 
the serum, which has been found al­ 
most invaluable In the treatment of 
extreme cases of insanity and also of 
many malignant diseases. The ex­ 
tremely powerful nature of the lance 
head s venom can be no better de­ 
scribed, probably, than by the declara­ 
tion of one of scientists who wit­ 
nessed the operation. 
When the peril­ 
ous task had been completed and the 
precious fluid obtained had been care­ 
fully weighed and found to be less 
than a third of an ordinary teaspoon­ 
ful in quantity, he announced that the 
supply was ample to meet the de­ 
mands of the world for at least half 
a century. 
He explained at I he same 
time that this would provide for the 
most widespread use of the serum in 
all the malignant diseases, such as 
typhoid and scarlet fever and diph­ 
theria. 
So powerful is the action that 
it Is prescribed only In the most mi­ 
nute quantities, the largest 
potion 
commonly used containing only one 
ien-trillionth of a grain. 
From that 
point the trituration continues down 
to a point where figures would be use­ 
less In attempting to describe it.

Spring Reins Melted the Snow and Ice 


on the Mountainside and Precipitat­ 


ed an Avalanche Upon the Little 


Village of Notre Dame de Saiette. 


Buckingham, Quebec, April 27.—Half 
the little French hamlet of Notre 
Dame de Saiette, sixteen miles from j 
he re on the Llevre river, lies buried 
under a sliding mountain and at leant 
thirty of Its small population are 
known to have perished. The hamlet 
had but one telephone and no tele­ 
graph and neither is it on a railroad. 
Meager hits of news of the disaster 
carne in by messengers from the phy ; 
slclans and other rescuers who were 
hurried theie when the fit st. calls for 
aid came. 
j 
The river Lievre winds at the foot I 
of the hamlet and a mountain towers 
behind it. 
Spring rains for days past 
have been melting the snow and ice 
on the mountainside and streams have 
been coursing down to the river. Just 
as the little hamlet began to stir for 
early mass, part of the mountain 
started to slide toward the river. 
It 
left a path of death and destruction 
In its wake and those who were not 
killed when their homes were en­ 
gulfed were left buried under the mass 
of rock and earth. 
Camille La 
Pointed house stood 
first in the path of the avalanche. He 
and his family of eleven are known 
to have perished. 
Eight others whose 
names have not been obtained are 
missing. 
Mrs. Desjardin’s cottage al­ 
so was swept away and she, with her 
two children, a domestic and a hired 
man, are known to be buried in the 
landslide. 
De Saiette, like many hamlets of 
its kind, rambles into gardens and 
little fields on the mountainside, so 
about half of it was not in the path 
of the avalanche. 
The sliding mass 
rushed with a roar and spread fan 
like 
over part 
of the place 
and 
dumped Itself 


Into the Swollen Stream 
at Its foot. 
Cut off from the outside 
world, messengers were dispatched to 
Poupere, the nearest hamlet. 
Those 
who arrived first estimated that at 
least a dozen houses were crushed in 
the path of the landslide. 
Bucking­ 
ham was appealed to. 
Those first on 
the scene found De Saiette in a panic 
with the uninjured ones packing their 
belongings for flight. 
The first messengers to Bucking­ 
ham ordered twenty-five coffins to be 
sent to De Saiette and all the physi 
clans of the town were hurried across 
country with rescue parties. 
Further details are very uncertain 
and are coming slowly. 
Latest reports from De Saiette make 
the number of known dead thirty, of 
which eleven bodiee have been recov 
©red 
In all twenty houses were en 
gulfed in the slide. 
De Saiette was built on the two 
banks of the River Llevre. 
One house 
on the west bank, containing the only 
telephone in the hamlet, was the first 
obstacle In the path of the sliding 
mountain and In its wreck communi­ 
cation with the outside world was cut 
off. 
The slide carried two houses on 
the west bank into the swollen river 
and acrose to the east bank and then 
covered eighteen houses there. 
The 
river was dammed and those who 
were not killed in the avalanche were 
drowned. 
De Saiette was built on 
a blue clay which rested on a strata 
of limestone. 
Five years ago there was a similar 
disaster at Poupere. 
Poupere then 
slipped gently into the river without 
loss of life. 
Landslides along the river are com­ 
mon each spring with the rains and 
swollen streams 
The Llevre at De 
6alette was a torrent fifty yards wide 
Occupants of the houses on the west 
bank felt the ground slip and made a 
rush for safety, but were carried into 
the river.

"One cannot lw*lieve unless he puts 
himself In the position to believe; one 
cannot love unless oue puts himself In 
the position to love; one cannot con 
tinue to love unless one wills to con­ 
tinue to love. 
Of course we cannot 
will to love and then love or will to 
believe and then believe. 
“ What the will can do is to create 
by auto-suggestion a will in this sub­ 
consciousness to continue in love or to 
believe. 
This I make use of In my e f­ 
fort» to reunite people who have en­ 
tered into tile holy bonds of matrimony 
and Who think that they have ceased 
to love each other. 
“The lirst thing to do when one of 
these persons comes to me thinking 
that lie or she has ceased to love is to 
set the will in operation to bring to 
the subconsciousness a con ¡ciousness of 
the past. 
It is Idle to flay, ‘You must 
love oue another.’

bishop John M. Farley tells in the fol­ 
low ing words why the diocese cele­ 
brates: 
“ A generation ago we celebrated the 
centennial of the nation—o f its birth 
Into the fam ily of nations. 
Her chil 
dren recalled w ith pride and w ith a 
due sense of hum ble acknow ledgm ent 
of the goodness of God the low ly be­ 
ginnings of this now great, glorious and 
prosperous country, 
its 
poverty, 
its 
struggles with false friends from w ith­ 
in and from w ithout and the proph­ 
ecies of certain failure soon to follow 
the young and inexperienced nation. 
"The young republic, w ith a wisdom 
born o f its ow n big heartedness and 
warm sym pathy, opened w ide its arras 
to the oppressed and deserving of all 
the world. 
She took them to her heart 
taught them in her own w ay how to 
respect the rights of each, molded them 
under the influence of her ow n institu­ 
tions until these strangers from afar 
cam e to love her w ith an affection 
stronger than death and passed down 
to their children and their children’s 
children that unfaltering devotion. 
"Such w as her wondrous grow th that 
when her first century had closed she 
stood am ong the forem ost nations of 
the earth. 
For this she kept her cen­ 
tennial iii thanksgiving and gratitude 
a generation ago. 
"E ven so has it been w ith the history 
of the C atholic church In this diocese 
of N ew York, and for this grace and 
divine pow er we feel called on to lift 
up our voices and our hearts in grati­ 
tude to God at the close of this cen­ 
tury in her organized life.”

treme south after he has lw»en forced 
to leave his ship 
The experim ents 
show that tin* sledge is of extreme 
utility 
In 
travel 
over 
deep 
snow, 
w hether It is bard or soft. 
He has 
tw-en able to climb fairly steep hill» 
with It und to travel across country 
where no roads w hatever exist. 
The sledge 
is of great simplicity. 
W eighing less than fxH) pounds, it is 
composed of three distinct parts. 
The 
chassis is btlilt like an ordinary Nor­ 
wegian sledge, light and strong 
The 
motor and running parts are placed In 
the rear of tlie sledge and are com ­ 
pletely protected from tlie snow*. 
A 
thr«*e horsepow er motor Is uh»h1. with 
tw o speed changes, the first designed 
to give four kilometers an hour and 
the second eight. 
T he most interesting part o f the m a­ 
chine Is the propeller. 
This Is com ­ 
posed of s wheel having tw o parallel 
rims, counected by crosspieces about 
one foot upart. 
Each of these rims is 
supplied with spoon shaped creepers 
of steel, which are equally effective in 
attacking either ice or snow. 
The pro­ 
peller is suspended in such a manner 
that it enn follow’ exactly the contour 
of the surface over which it Is pass­ 
ing 
So successful were the experim ents 
as a whole that Dr. Charcot sa y s lie

It is proposed to raise the sum of 
$1,000,000 for the project, and the con­ 
tributions of all who desire to pay a 
tribute to the Bard of Avon will be 
welcomed.

london, April 27.—The total num­ 
ber of dead and missing of the Gladia­ 
tor’s crew as a result of the collision 
between the American liner St. Paul 
and the British cruiser off the Isle of 
Wight Is twenty-eight.. 
The admiral­ 
ty has issued a revised list of the 
names of the Gladiator victims, which 
Includes an additional death in the 
hospital, bringing the total of deaths 
known up to five. 
Twenty-three men 
are missing according to the list, and 
six are suffering severe injuries. The 
secretary of the admiralty expresses 
fear that there are still eight others 
missing, but Is unable to give the 
names as yet. 
Tile opinion among shipping men 
and naval officers and officials appears 
to be unanimous that the accident was 
unavoidable. 
There will be the usual 
naval court and an inquiry by the 
board of trade. 
All witnesses of the disaster agree 
practically that both crews behaved 
as well as possible. 
Coming so soon after the loss of 
the 
torpedo 
boat 
destroyer 
Tiger, 
which was sunk by the cruiser Ber­ 
wick off the Isle of Wight on April 3. 
last, thirty-six men being drowned, 
the sinking of the Gladiator is a se­ 
vere blow to the British navy.

Dr. Charcot, the 
Antarctic 
Explorer, 
Ha* Invented a Motor Sledge. 
Dr. Jean Charcot of Paris, the fa­ 
mous antarctic explorer, who Is soon 
leaving for another protracted voyage 
of exploration to tile antarctic conti­ 
nent. is now carrying on a scries of 
experiments with iin auto sledge of his 
invention which might have been used 
to advantage by tho contestants in tho 
New York to Paris race. 
The doctor 
purposes to use this sledge in travers­ 
ing the snow covered plains of tile ex­ 
treme south after he has been forced 
to leave his ship. 
The experiments 
show that the sledge is of extreme 
utility 
in 
travel 
over deep 
snow, 
whether It is hard or soft. 
He has 
been able to climb fairly steep hills 
with it and to travel across country 
where no roads w hatever exist. 
The sledge is of great simplicity. 
Weighing less than 500 pounds, it is 
composed of three distinct parts. 
The 
chassis is built like an ordinary Nor­ 
wegian sledge, light and strong. 
The 
motor and running parts are placed in 
the rear of the sledge and are com­ 
pletely protected from the snow. 
A 
three horsepower motor is used, with 
two speed changes, the first designed 
to give four kilometers an hour and 
the second eight. 
The most interesting part of the m a­ 
chine is the propeller. 
This is com­ 
posed of a wheel having two parallel 
rims, connected by crosspieces about 
one foot apart. 
Each of these rims is 
supplied with spoon shaped creepers 
of steel, which are equally effective Iii 
attacking either ice or snow.

ward of the suspended position of the 
passenger was a bar which the pas 
senger used to aid him in altering the 
inclination of his body and hence the 
center of gravity of the whole, so that 
the angle of the muslin surfaces to air 
currents was altered. 
All of the members of the aviation 
expedtion took turns in riding in the 
machine.

Plan of Farm ers to Save T h e ir Land 
and Crops.
